Among the freaks that have possessed 
men of a rigid order of faith in tin es

The earliefit uinl ino8t t'eleb! at"d of them 
wns a monk who livt d in the T)eginniDg 
of the tilth ceutr.rv, 1:?im\\ m iis Simon of 
Sty lite, from mN/oh, a o>liinin. He had 
lived aeelnded iii a monastery nine years, 
witliont leaving his narro v cell, when it 
app 'ared to him that h>» wna enjoying 
too much luxmy f>»r one of his piouB 
profosfuon. atid that his example was 
thorofori^ had. S . lie hni't a pillur, on 
the top of wlucli, only three {v* t in di- 
ameter, he tm»k up hi* position. But 
this didn't suit him, owing p( rhaps to the 
ease with which Ite conid stand there 
after getting a little accustomed to it, 
and he removed from pillar to post, eaoh 
pillar a little higher than its predeces- 
sor, until finally he attained an altitude 
of about sixty feet, on a pillar, where he 
spent thirty-seven jcais'of his life. To 
increase the s vorif}' of the onleal, he 
wore an iron chain around his neck all 
this while, and during the recitation of 
his prayers bent hia body bo that his 
forehead touched his feet. It in said 
that on acoonnt of an ulcer that had 
formed on one of his legs, he was com* 
pelled during the last year of bis life to 
stand on one foot, and that iu this posi- 
tion be died, aged 72 years. How he gol 
his nourishment up there is a mystery to 
us if it wasn't to him. So great was his 
fame that crowds of people Hocked to 
see him, even ttcm foreigu countries. It 
is rarely that a man maintains such a 
prominent position for so many years 
witiiout any let down.

MoTeinenis of Leaves. 

Leaves, Mr.. Darwin says, when they 
go to sleep, move either npward or down- 
wjird; or iu the case of the leaflet.s of 
componnd leaves, forward — that is, to- 
wairds the apex of the leaf or backwards, 
that is, towards its base; or a^ain, they 
may rotate on their own axis without 
moving either upwards or downwards; 
but in almost every ease the plane of the 
blade is so placed uh to stand nearly or 
quite vertically at night. Moreover, the 
upper surface of each leaf, and more es- 
pecially of each leaflet, i.s often brought 
into close contact A\ith that of the op- 
posite one, 08 the upper surfaces appear 
to require more protection than the 
lower. The evil effects which result if 
sleeping leaflets be prevented from press- 
ing their upper surfiice.s together, so as 
to protect them from radiation, were well 
seen iu experiments of Mr. l)ar\viu, iu 
which he preshbil down the lealleti of 
oxalis, marsilia, etc., so that thev could 
not bring their upper surfaces into con- 
tract; the rcHiilt v as that the leaves were 
killed. Thus of twenty-lour leaves of 
marsilia extended horizontally, exposed 
to the zenith and toobstrncted radiation,, 
twenty were killed and one injured, 
whilst a relatively vi ry small proportion 
of the leaves which had been allowed to 

So to sl<M'p with their leafUtfi vertically 
epeudent were kiiled or injurci). Mr, 
Diurwin noticed that the difference in the 
amount of dew on tho piimed-open 
leatietH and on those which iiad gone to' 
sleep was generally conspfououil, iht Is*: 
ter being sometimes absolutely dry, 
whilst the leaflets which had ^*n hori- 
zontal were coated with large beads of 
dew. Another fact observable was that 
when leaves were kept motionless they 
are more liable to injury than when they 
werw tJightly waved about by the wind, 
au«l thus got e little widrmed by the sur-
